Cattle for the Continent. 


A movement is being made to send a 
considerable number of live stock from the 
United Kingdom to the Continent, chiefly 
to the devastated. areas of France and 
Belgium. Both pedigree and non-pedigree 
cattle are required by the small farmers 
there, who are faced with the enormous 
task of re-starting their industry, and it 
is probable that they will make heavy de- 
mands upon Ireland’s resources, Their 
principal demand is for good commercial 
¢ows which have no particular distinction 
in their breeding records, and for pedigree 
bulls. In the past exporters have been 
allowed to send any class of animal out 
of the United Kingdom, but there is no 
a strong feeling among a section of the 
English trade that the time has arrived 
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Candidates still serving in the Army may 
obtain help and advice in the selection of 
courses suited to their circumstances and 
capacity from a District Directorate of the 
Appointments Department in this country.

” THE KING AND BELGIUM, 


The Press Association understands that there 
is no foundation for the report that His Ma. 
jesty will visit Brussels next week as the guest 
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night by Mr. Brace, who, like his friend 
Mr. Clynes, has, owing to force of circum- 
stances, left the Ministerial Bench for the 
opposite side of the House. The amend- 
ment gave little indication of what was 
really at the back of the mind of the 
Labour Party.

The Prime Minister was an attentive 
listener to the speeches -of Labour 
members, but he left Mr. Bonar Law 
to reply for the Government. The fact 
was that. as the leader 
explained, the Prime Minister had really 
nothing to add to what he said on Tues- 
day. As to “ profiteering,’’ never had any 
Government made a more determined effort 
to put a stop to it. With regard to the 
nationalisation of the mines and the rail- 
ways, these were quite a suitable matter 
for inquiry. 

There was little of rea! interest in the 
rest of the debate, but Mr. J. A. Seddon 
put in a plea for greater discipline among 
the rank and file of the trades unions, 
and a demand for a thorough investiga- 
tion of all the circumstances of the situa- 
tion, with “all the cards on the table.” 
The amendment in the result was defeated 
by 311 to 59. 

During the war sailors in the Grand 
Fleet often used to reply to people who 
asked how they fared for luxuries that 
they did very well, having their own stores. 
When the surroundings of Scapa Flow 
were recalled people used to wonder where 
those stores might be. The secret is now 
revealed. At the suggestion of the Fourth 
Sea Lord in 1914, and in recognition of 
the fact that the Navy men wanted some 
extra comforts and luxuries in their weary 
vigil, the Junior Army and Navy Stores 
chartered a Wilson liner, the Borodino, 
and fitted her up as a seagoing stores, 
replete with unlimited stores, a barber's 
shop, and laundry. 

On the Borodino the sailor could pur- 
chase scores of things denied to the lands- 
men in times of stress—scented soaps of 
the most costly variety, the finest makes 
of chocolates, unlimited supplies of fresh 
meat, butter, and green groceries, with 
practically everything that could be de- 
sired in a reasonable way. The midship- 
men, after drilling a party of seamen. 
could buy a penny bar of chocolate. and 
often did. The Admirals would come on 
board and pick: up any trifles that they 
fancied, while Prince Albert, known in 
the Grand Fleet as “ Mr. Johnson,” ‘was 
a frequent visitor, and was requested to 
keep his hands in his pockets and whistle 
while in the grocery store owing to his 
liking for a special line of biscuits. 

‘When the Americans arrived they were 
astonished at the Borodino, and made a 
dead set on the ship, clearing out every- 
thing. One of their favourite luxuries 
was a repast of kippers and jam eaten 
together. The Navy is notably fond of a 
joke, and whenever a new midshipman 
arrived he was taken to the ship and per- 
suaded to ask for permission to see the 
laundry and its maids. After pressure 
this permission was granted, and after 
much tidying and sons sa the new 
*“ snottie”’ was taken to the laundry to 
see “Miss Taylor.” The joke was that 
“ Miss Taylor,” the laundry hand, was an 
overgrown boy of fifteen, who entered most 
thoroughly into the joke. This laundry 
used to do the fine washing for the Fleet. 
calling for the dirty linen and returning 
it when clean on Saturday.

PRESIDENT WILSON’S STERN 
WARNING. 


The Press Association Special Correspondent 


in Paris telegraphed on Wednesday night :— 

The most striking characteristic of the new 
armistice. the conditions of which have been 
decided by the Supreme Council, will be that, 
unlike the previous conventiong concluded with 
Germany. it will not be for a short period; 
but will be definitive and operative up to the 
time that the peace preliminaries are signed. 

The measure obviates the necessity from 
month to month of raising the question of the 
prolongation of the armistice. [4 does away 
with all powrparlers with the Germans, and 
substitutes for an indefinite situation a stable 
condition of affairs. 

The Supreme War Council considered that a 
provisional modus virendi was no longer de- 
sirable. either for Germany or for the Entente, 
and that it would be better to eliminate the 
precarious character of the relations existing 
between the two parties. 

Since November llth, indeed, the Allies have 
been able to form a precise estimation of Ger- 
many'’s real imtentione towards them, and 
should be able to secure from her the perform- 
ance of her engagements without resorting to 
the coercive measures which it was necessary to 
impose each time the armistice was prolonged, 
like a eword of Damocles suspended over 
Germany. 

At the same time, the consequence of this 
innovation by the Allies is that they are 
obliged to demand from Germany guarantees 
which are all the more stringent in proportion 
as the period of the armistice will be longer. 


GERMANY MUST BE UNABLE TO RESUME 
WAR 


The Allies have applied President Wilson's 
principle in thst it must be made impossible 
for Germany to begin war over again. 

The important work accomplished by the 
Supreme War Council also takes into account— 
(1) The intention displayed by President Wilson 

not to allow the relations between Germany 
and the Entente to be poisoned by fre- 
quentiy renewed discussions about the 
armistice. 

(2) The desire strongly put forward by M. 
Clemenceau to protect France against any 
surprise. 

French public opinion will be grateful to 
the head of the French Government for having 
secured the adoption of this point of view. 

After the military experts had left yester- 
day's Council M. Clemenceau, in a fervent 
speech, pointed out the necessity of the Allies 
providing themselves with all desirable precau- 
tions as regards Germany. 

In the afternoon President Wilson rallied to 
M. Clemenceau’s point of view, declaring that 
ai] the Allies were now in agreement on this 
point. The divergence of views which had 
arisen in the course of the previous discussions 
had only been concerned, he said, with the 
best means of obtaining guarantees. 

PRESIDENT WILSON’S WARNING. 

At another point in the discussion President 
Wilson is reported to have stated that a 
renewal of hostilities was a grave 
eventuality to which he would not per- ; 
sonally consent on secondary grounds, but 
only on account of essential considerations.

THE FINAL ARMISTICE. 

In a short time the Speci™l Commission wil! 
have finally drafted the conditions of the new 
armistice, which will this time remain %n force 
until the peace preliminaries are signed. 

The conditions approved by the Council are 
stern, and include, tinier alia, the demobilisation 
and disarmament of Germany under the control 
of the Allies. 

Germany will then be informed of the new 
conditions of the fina) armistice, which the 
German National Assembly at Weimar will 
doubtless have time to ‘consider before the 
expiration of the provisional armistice. 

A Special Commission of eight members will 
meet this morning, and will then begin io 
diaft the Armistice Convention, which the 
Supreme War Council will consider in the 
afternoon. 

The Echo de Paris understands that under 
the new armistice conditions the Germans will 
have to hand over their merchant fleet. in- 
cluding even the vessels under construction, and 
that the German crews wil! have to leave their 
ships.

Mr. Bonar Law—The Treaty will be signed 
by the delegates of the Powers concerned, but 
so far as the British Government is concerned, it 
will not be ratified until it has been laid on the 
table, ms Parliament has had an opportunity 
of expréssing its opinion upon it.

THE ITALO-GREEK DRM FICULTY.,

Telegraphing on Tuesday, the Press Associa- 
tion Special Correspondent says :—There is every 
reason to hope that one of the most acute 
differences between the Powers represented at 
the Peace Conference—namely, that between 
Italy and Greece—is on a fair way to setile- 
ment.

Both 
the Italian and the Greek Governments are 
willing to meet each other, and the settlement 
of the Italo-Greek confifet, one of the most 
dificult with which the Peace Conference has 
had to deal, may, therefore, be expected before 
long. 

As between the Italians and the Jugo-Slavs 
there are no signs of settlement in sight. The 
Italian standpoint remains unshaken—that 
public opinion in Italy will not consent to the 
surrender of the Italian city of Fiume to the 
Serbo-Croats, and that no compromise can be 
admitted as regards the future of this part of 
unredeemed Italy. 

The distribution of Allied contingents and 
troops in Turkey, which will also be made 
known, will in all probability reflect fairly accu- 
rately the view of the Conference as to the 
future allocation of mandates in Turkey. 


USE OF ENEMY VESSELS. 


The Inter-ANied Council of Maritime 
Transport, in the course of its meetings in

FEDERATION’S REPLY TO THE 
GOVERNMENT. 


The’ National Conference of the Miners’ 
Federation of Great Britain again assembled in 
the Temperance Institute, Southport, yesterday, 
Mr. R. Smillie in the chair. There were pre- 
sent 139 delegates, and 18 members of the Com- 
mittee, a total of 157. In accordance with the 
vote taken on the previous day, the deliberations 
were again private. At the close of the sitting 
the following official statement was cOmmun: 
cated for publication :'— i 

The Conference assembled this morning, and 
resumed discussion on the Committee’s report. 
The following resolution was passed:— _ 

‘That, having received, and fully considered, 
the written reply of the Government to the 
proposals as decided upon at the Southport Con- 
ference on the 14th, 15th, and 16th of January 
of this year, and the Executive Committee, and 
later the Conference, having unanimously <de- 
cided that the Government's reply does not 
answer any of our demands nor concede any 
of these proposals, we, the Executive Committee, 
recommend to the Conference that a_ ballot 
vote be taken of the membership of the Federa- 
tien as to whether a stoppage of work should 
take place to realise our demands. We very 
strongly urge that members should vote in 
favour of a national stoppage of work until 
our demands are conceded.”’ 

The report of thé Executive was adopted by 
the Conference. In addition, it was decided ‘to 
instruct the Executive to prepare a statement 
setting forth the workmen's answer to the 
Government's offer. It was decided that the 
ballot vote be returnable to the Secretary by 
Saturday, 22nd inst.: also that notice forms be 
prepared at once, in order to be in readiness 
to be handed in in case the vote is in favour 
of notices being given, such notices to terminate 
oa March 15. i 

It was agreed that the Executive Committee 
should meet during the afternoon for the pur- 
pose of discussing and preparing .the terms 
of the miners’ reply to the Government.

Many mine workers believe that the applica 
tion for a 30 per cent. increase in wages is too 
low. It was with great difficulty that the 
Southport Conference agreed to accept the re- 
commendation of the Executive Commitgee for 
a 30 per cent. increase in wages; a 50 per cent. 
increase was declared by several districts to 
represent a figure that could be justified as 
wages according to prices. The substance of 
the Government's objection to the 50 per cent. 
increase lies in the belief that such an increase 
must so advance the price of coal as to have a 
prejudicial effect upon the economic life of the 
country. This belief is not founded upon fact. 
Prices have advanced several times during the 
war by order of the Coal Controller under the 
Coal Prices (Limitation) Act. ‘These advances 
have not been wholly due to advances in the 
general wage rate. The Coal Prices (Limita- 
tion) Act provided that the price of coal for 
internal consumption should be fixed at 4a per 
ton higher than pre-war prices. Subsequent 
advances have increased that price to a total of 
10s. 6d. extra per ton at the pit mouth. In 
South Wales and the Forest of Dean the 
total increase has reached 12s. 6d. extra per 
ton at the pit mouth. 

If the whole of these increases had been 
justified, which we do not admit, the increased 
cost of materials has been a great factor in de- 
termining such increased prices. Pit wood, for 
example, which was almost exclusively imported 
in pre-war times, has been largely supplied from 
home-grown timber. The price of home-grown 
timber sold by private landowners to collieries 
has increased to a figure between 300 and 400 
per cent. above the price of pre-war imported 
‘timber. If the Government are prepared to 
admit this kind of increase in the cost of pro- 
duction, and compel the consumers to pay the 
incre prices, it is difficult to understand 
“why they display so much concern for the con- 
sumer when the mine-workers seek to increase 
the wage value of their labour. The fact is 
that the constant shifting of prices on to the 
i public is due to the desire of the Government 
to maintain the excess profits income for the 
Imperial Exchequer, consistently with the main- 
tenance of a pre-war rate of profit upon in- 
vested capital in the mining industry. Th 
Government has increased its rises in the prices 
of coal and has obteined a greater amount of 
excess profits. 

THE WORKING DAY. 

The decision of the miners to seek a reduction 
in the working day by an amendment to the 
existing Eight Hours Act has met with scant 
consideration at the hands of the Government. 
The Government suggest that this question, 
with others, should be relegated to a Committee 
of Inquiry. present hours worked by a 
majority of the mine-workers of the country 
are not eight, as frequently stated. The Eight 
Hours Act does not mn á for eight hours 
from bank to bank; the average worki day 
is nine hours. The present proposal weal re- 
duce the working day of underground and sur- 
face workers to approximately eight hours. 
As to the effect, upon output, improved methods 
of production have invariably followed 
a reduction in the work day. The 
Government immediately before the election 
ranted without special inquiry an eight-hour 
aay to certain other industries, whilst employers 
and workmen have mutually agreed jo a sub- 
stantive reduction in hours since that date. The 
workers of the country would be amongst the 
first to admit that the miner, working in the 
bowelg of the earth, away from sunshine and 
pure air, is entitled to a shorter working day 
than the present hours. There appears to be 
no occasion for the miners to face a tribunal éet 
up by the Government to justify their claim for 
a shorter working day. On humanitarian 
grounds alone a shorter working day should be 


conceded. 
DEMOBILISATION. 

It is true that the miners have claimed for 
their members who upon demobilisation found, 
and will find, themselves out of employment a 
weekly sum equal to the rate of wage the 
would have earned if they had not enlisted. 
We have claimed that civilian miners who are 
rendered idle consequent upon demobilisation 
should be paid full wages during unemploy- 
ment. It is also true that we claim that 
partially disabled soldiers and sailors unable to 
earn the wages of their own class of employ- 
ment should be paid the same rate of wages 
that they would have received if they had not 
been disabled. The Government state that the 
concession of these proposals would be to give 
the miners different terms from those given the 
other workers of the country. This negative 
attitude does not prove the claims to be unjust. 
In making a concession we recognise that it 
must be made applicable to the whole of the 
workers of the country. It cannot, be an open 

tion that the returned sokdiers and FA Ad 
should be one whit worse off financially than 
their fellow-workers who had not enlisted.

PRESIDENT WILSON AND 


| MIRACLES. 

Replying to a deputation from the French 
League Society, writes the Press Association's 
Paris Correspondent, President Wilson said—I 
cannot help thinking how many miracles this 
war has already wrought—miracles of compre- 
hension as to our interdependence as nations 
and human beings, miracles as to the removal 
of obstacles which seemed big and haye-now 
grown small, in the way of active organised co- 
operation of nations, in regard to the estab- 
lishment and maintenance of justice. There 
has already been created a force which fs a 
very formidable force, which can be rapidly 
mobilised, and which will be very effective when 
mobilised—namely, the moral force of the world, 
1 have been: thought of as a man more inte- 
rested in principles than in practice, whereas in 
one sense principles have never interes me.

BOLSHEVIKS ENTER KIEFF. , 

The Press Association's Special Correspon- 
dent, telegraphing from Odessa on February 8, 
says:—The Bolsheviks have entered Kieff, ac- 
cording to a Soviet wireless message, armoured 
trains being the first to arrive. From the 
moment that Konoyaletz, the commander of the 
garrison and an exsofficer of the Austrian Army, 
assured the inhabifants that there was no fear 
of a bombardment, it was evident that the Bol- 
sheviks would have a walk over. The Directory 
made an inglorious exit some days previous to 
the occupation. Vimnitza, towards the Galician 
frontier, has become the rallying point for 
themselves and their followers. There seems to 
have been a regular stampede of the garrison, 
in which the Directory affected such vaunting 
confidence. One of the departing trains packed 
with Republican soldiery was derailed, and many 
were killed and injured. Owing to the in- 
sufficient number of waggons, part of the troops 
went by foot in the direction of Jitomir. 
, THE FREEDOM OF GERMANY. 

_ A Reuter’s message from Amsterdam says :“—Á 
Berlin telegram says that the nt with 
the representatives of the Allied Governments 
regarding the delivery of foodstuffs to Germany 
was signed on February 8, after three days’ 
negotiations. According to this agreement the 
Supreme Food Council of the Alhes will take 
measures for the immediate delivery to Ger- 
many, via Rotterdam, of about 30 tons of lard 
and pork, and 250,000 boxes of condensed milk. 
Payment by gold and foreign bills has been 
guaranteed. Further, the Allies will consider 
a subsequent immediate supply of 200,000 tons 
of wheat and wheatmeal, and another 85,000 
tons of lard and pork, if a satisfactory settle- 
ment of the financial settlement is found in the 
negotiations of the Finance Commission which 
— on February 13. Representatives of the 
Allies declare their readiness to take into con- 
sideration the desire of the German Govern- 
ment for the further provisioning of Germany 
until the new harvest. 


MR. BARNES AND THE LABOUR 
PARTY. 
The Press Association Special Correspondent, 


telegraphing from Paris on February 13th, 
says:—In a statement to one of the Press 


Correspondents to-day, Mr. Barnes said:— 
“1 note that in certain papers that Mr. Clynes 
repeated yésterday in Parliament a statement 
which he made a few weeks ago on the public 
platform with regard to Labour representation 
at the Peace Conference- I desire to say that 
his statements are based on a wrong impression 
of what took place when the Prime inister 
formed hie Government in December. The 
Premier is said to have promised that when he 
met the Labour Party at the War Office that 
one of its members should be one of the British 
Conference plenipotentiaries. No such promise 
wag made. In answer to a question, the 
Premier expressed the hope that there would be 
a Labour representative as plenipotentiary at 
the Conference. That is to say, he expressed 
the hope that the Party would stick to its guns 
till the end of the war. But the Party was led 
to do otherwise, and eo prevented the hone 
being realised. One promise was made by the 
Premier at the War Office meeting—namely, 
that Labour would be consulted in connection 
with the Conference, That promise has been, 
and will, doubtless, continue to be faithfully 
observed, unless the morbid pose for political 
martyrdom, which has characterised the Labour 
Party during the last year, prevents it. I have 
ceased to a representative of the Labour 
Party, but think I may claim, nevertheless, to 
represent Labour. 


TRANSPORT WORKERS’ 
DECISION. 

Conferentes in connection with the demands 
of the transport workers were in progress all 
yesterdag in London. Last night Mr. Williams, 
Secretary of the National Transport Workers’ 
Federation, made the following statements :— 
The negotiating sub-committee met the em- 
ployers at the Ministry of Labour this after- 
noon. The Federation delegates received the 
views of the employers’ side in the. light of a 
conference which the employers’ representatives 
had had with the London employers. On the 
whole, the employers’ attitude towards the 
Federation claim was less favourable. to-day 
than at the previous meeting. The negotiations 
appeared yesterday to have reached an impasse.

respective national programmes. The Executive 
of the Federation, it was understood, would 
subsequently convey any further information 
to the adjourned National Conference on Tues- 
day morning next in time for them, in the light 
of subsequent events, to formulate their con- 
sidered reply to the Government's offer of inter- 
cession by arbitration

We have made a clean 
sweep of most of the high officials, a decision 
excellent in principle, but disastroug in its re- 
sults, because, instead of replacing t with 
menu carefully intructed in their mission, we 
hava often sain” men wholly in- 
competent. an consequently incapable 
of finding immediate solutions to pro 
blems on which they are ignorant. 
The pro-Germans remaining in the two pro- 
vinees are making the most of this state of 
affairs, drawing disadvantageous comparisons. 
We must show Alsatians and Lorrainers that 
we also are capable of good . organisation. 
Liberties without liberty was the formula under 
L which Alsace-Lorraine lived three months ago. 
Do not let us make them regret the one while 
giving them the other.
